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Selectmen’s Report to the Citizens of Sharon 


It was formerly common for the Selectmen to report at the Sharon Reunion in 
August that nothing new was happening in town. As Sharon embarks upon its 214" year, 
this is and can be no longer true. 

As the State and its various departments have asserted greater regulatory authority 
over the conduct of municipal administration and imposed new standards with which all 
towns must comply, Sharon finds itself in the position of meeting 21" century standards 
with a 1950s infrastructure. From municipal administration to highway maintenance to 
voting, we are seriously behind the times. 

The good news is that during 2004, significant progress was made to ameliorate 
these problems. 

The Town Building Committee has assembled a solid proposal for a municipal 
building which will fulfill the Town’s needs for safe and accessible office, record storage, 
meeting and voting facilities, and will enable the Town to apply successfully for 
emergency management and other grants for which it is currently ineligible. 

Also, the townwide revaluation was successfully completed according to 
Department of Revenue Administration standards. Although some appraisal adjustments 
are pending, the Town is, for the first time in many years, fully in compliance with 
standards for fair, accurate and efficient assessing and preparation of tax bills. 

We are sorry to report that introduction of police services for the Town was not 
possible last year. Although a satisfactory contract between the towns of Sharon and 
Peterborough was agreed upon for this, its implementation was rendered impossible due 
to unexpected resignations from the Peterborough Police Department. When these 
positions are filled and resources are available for service to Sharon, the agreement can 
be consummated and these needed services can commence. 

It is generally axiomatic that as a town’s population increases, citizen 
participation in municipal affairs, and town meeting attendance, decrease. It is perhaps 
due to the secret of Sharon that the reverse has prevailed in our town. 

This board wishes to thank all of those who have served, with little or no 
compensation, on the Town’s boards and commissions. Without their work, Sharon 
couldn’t be a town. Special thanks are due to the members of our Zoning Board of 
Adjustment for their months of difficult work resolving the water extraction variance 
issue; to Peter Paris for his work under often difficult and dangerous conditions to keep 
our highways safe and accessible for citizens and emergency vehicles; and to Linda Paris 
for her many years of service as Town Clerk and the continuing assistance she provides 
to the Road Agent and Emergency Management Director. 

We also wish to thank the many newcomers to our municipal government in 
2004, especially Mary Ellen Bushnell, Heather Smith and Robert Greenwood, who have 
served with distinction as Town Clerk, Treasurer and Planning Board chair, respectively. 
Due to the resignation of our Selectmen’s Assistant last March, this board has been 
compelled to act as administrators as well as governors. Will Fenno is leaving this board 
to formally assume the position of Selectmen’s Assistant. 

To all, best wishes for Sharon’s 214" year!

Emergency Management Director’s Report 


Another year has gone by without there having been a major emergency in Sharon. While good luck is 
always helpful, we have to thank the people who work so hard to make sure little problems don’t grow 
into catastrophes. 


Pete Paris and George Fish continue to keep the town roads open in the winter and improve them during 
the summer. The state roads, especially Jarmany Hill Road and the northern portion of Spring Hill 
Road, are awful. The workers assigned to keep them open do the best they can but these roads cannot be 
maintained, they must be rebuilt. I’ve already seen major components of exhaust systems on the 
shoulders of Jarmany Hill Road. Please call your State elected officials and ask them to come for a 


ride. If enough of you do that, these roads might get fixed. 


After many frustrating years of waiting for the town to begin construction of its municipal building, 
while state and federal grant money for generators and emergency equipment expired without our 
meeting the basic requirements, I decided to act. With the approval of the Selectman, I had my house 
designated as the Emergency Operations Center. We were then able to take advantage of the Homeland 
Security Grant I money. The Radio/Cell Phone Antenna on our house provides total coverage of the 


Peterborough. At the urging of the NH Department of Safety, I then applied for and by Town Meeting 
will have received, Homeland Security Grant IJ funds for an emergency warning system for the town. 
This vehicle-mounted system can be installed in a town building; in the meantime we have a siren and 
public address system. 


There is unfinished business that must be addressed. This must be the year of action for Sharon. ‘Salting 
away $10,000/year for a highway shed is meaningless. Let’s make the hard decision about where, get 
the thing started and even if its not the Taj Mahal, it will save time and money as well as be safer than 
our current system. . 


$10,000 toward a town building. Every year someone else calls together another committee and does 
another study about a town building. I suggest we go back to the original idea, and implement what was 
called Phase I. Build the driveway from the existing parking lot, looping around to the side of the Brick 


before you can calculate the interest on a bond issue, you’d have yourself a building you could afford. 


A . special thanks to Will Fenno. He realized that its impossible to be a Selectman and the 
Administrator. He volunteered to do the harder and less glamorous one.

ROAD AGENT REPORT 2004 


Winter 2004 in January brought about extreme cold temperatures of —5 to —13 most of 
the month with some light snow. February was still a colder than normal month with a 
few more days of accumulating snow and some freezing rain. This made for very icy 
conditions on our roads, making it difficult to transport sand from Peterborough, in 
order to make our roads safe. Our largest snowstorm was March 16" and 17" with a 
tally of 11 inches. November and more into December 2004, we had freezing rain, sleet 
and some snow accumulation, which presented the town a problem of not being able to 
get sand on some weekends. Mid January 2005 we had extremely cold temperatures and 
snowy conditions with a 25-inch snowstorm starting on the 22" and ending on the 23. 
Our problem once again, is getting sand/salt mix during the hours when we are working. 
Once the temperature drops under 20 salt does not work as well and when it is 10 it 
stops working altogether. Extreme cold temperatures causes straight sand to freeze in 
the spreader units, making it impossible to treat our roads. Each year, towards the end of 
February into March, we have warmer days, colder nights, causing freezing and icing 
conditions on roads. 


The necessity of having our own storage facility has come to a standstill. Every year we 
delay, the cost for erecting a shed is going to increase. The arrangement we have with 
the Town of Peterborough Highway Department is temporary, and could come to a halt 
at any time. One of the things I worry about is that when we have to go there to load up 
we also interfere with their daily operation. There's been times when we have had to 
wait for their Highway Department to load their own vehicles, causing us delays, when 
it is an icy condition the longer the distance we have to travel to get the material to treat 
our roads, the more dangerous it becomes and more costly. Occasionally, we've also 
used the Town of Troy for backup. During this season 2004-2005, we have had the need 
to sand during evening hours and weekends and could not. The Peterborough Highway 
Department closes at 3:30 p.m. and is not open on weekends. This makes for dangerous 
situations and liability for the town. I hope that the town can resolve this problem of 
finding a suitable location for erecting a storage facility before the town faces any 
serious repercussions. 


This year the town has adopted a Winter Parking Ban Ordinance and I refer you to read 
the Winter Road Policy for its inclusion and additional information. 


A reminder that posting of our roads in the late winter/spring months with 6-ton weight 
limit signs is to avoid heavy trucks doing damage to our roads during mud season. 
Anyone caught over the 6-ton weight limit will be responsible for the repair of 
damage to our roads according to NH State RSA 231:191. All of our town maintained 
roads will be posted yearly. 


I urge your support of the warrant articles for the highway storage shed, town bridge 
fund, highway repair fund and also on the paving on Temple Road. The town should 


stay on top of preventative maintenance on our paving program. Since 1998, the price 
for laying down 1|-ton of hot mix has increased $10 per ton e.g. for approximately 1 
mile stretch of road, roughly 18' wide, would be 870 tons costing $8,700 more. 5 years 
from now it could be an increase of $13,000 per mile. 


As an informational note, I would like to make known that most towns have a system in 
place for notifying the highway department of slippery or an accumulation of snow for 
roadway safety. Barry Rhodes (EMD), Will Fenno (Selectman) and myself, in 
anticipation of a possible snowstorm approaching, will discuss various scenarios in 
preparation for the event. There are may times when it is necessary for me to check the 
weather situation and road conditions, during any hour of the day and night, when most 
people are sleeping. This way we can make a judgment call as to when to start snow 
removal and or sand (if available) for the conditions. 


I would like to recognize Barry Rhodes the town's Emergency Management Director 


and Will Fenno for their back up support and being ready to respond to emergency 
situations, and as Road Agent I look forward to your continued support.

TOWN OF SHARON WINTER ROAD POLICY 
(Revised 2005) 


A written policy is essential to receive the full benefit of the liability protection 
found in RSA 231:92-a. 

Sharon's Winter Road Policy is to make our roads as safe as possible during the winter 
season. The roads maintained by the Town of Sharon during the winter are: Nashua Road, 
Temple Road, Greenleaf Road, Mountain Road, McCoy Road, Cross Road, Sliptown Road, 
Spring Hill Road from the intersection of Jarmany Hill Road to the Jaffrey/Sharon town line and 
Mill Road. State maintained roads are: Route 123, Route 124, Jarmany Hill Road and Spring Hill 
Road from the intersection of Jarmany Hill Road to the Sharon/Peterborough town line. 

Sharon's school bus route will be maintained first because of the need to have our roads 
as safe as possible for the transportation of our students. 

Sharon does not use a large amount of salt. Therefore, our roads, depending on 
conditions, may be ice and snow covered for a period of time. The town will do its best to 
remove as much as possible from road surfaces by means of a grader or other equipment. 


Per order of the Selectmen pursuant to RSA 41:11, the town has adopted a Winter Parking 
Ordinance which states that: 
No person shall park any vehicle upon any Town highway at any time of the day between 
November 15" and April 1°. Violation of this ordinance shall be deemed to be the 
responsibility of the registered owner of the vehicle. 
Each date during or on which a violation shall occur or continue shall be considered a 
separate offense. The penalty for each violation shall be $25.00. Unlawfully parked 
vehicles may be towed and stored at the expense of the registered owner. 
If any provision of this ordinance or the application thereof to any person or circumstance 
is held invalid, the invalidity does not affect the other provisions or applications of this 
ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid provision or application, and to 
this end the provisions of this ordinance are severable. 
The purpose of this winter parking ban is to allow winter maintenance crews unobstructed snow 
removal and ice control methods, as much as possible, to maintain the maximum effectiveness of 
their efforts. 


Per RSA 231:93, no duty is imposed on the town for the maintenance of private roads, 
drives, businesses or parking areas. 

Roads to summer cottages are maintained during the summer only, as RSA 231:79-81 
exempts the municipality from duties of winter maintenance. 

Plowing our roads will not commence until snow has:accumulated to a sufficient amount, 
unless slippery road conditions occur first. Roads will continue to be plowed according to the 
accumulation of snow as determined by the Road Agent. Four inches of a "cold" snow provides 
better traction than two inches of wet snow on a frozen road surface. 

After plowing, roads will be sanded and salted if necessary, to help the covered roads 
melt and make our roads safe. It should be noted that salt melts snow and ice much more slowly 
at temperatures below 25 degrees and extremely slowly at 20 degrees; at 10 degrees its 
effectiveness ceases, and icy conditions will prevail until the temperature rises. 


Driveway plowing across Town roads will not be allowed. This narrows the road and 
compacts the snow bank, making it much more difficult for our contractors to plow and push 
back snow. This will be enforced by the Road Agent. 

During the course of the winter, as snow depths increase and our roads get narrower, 
roads will be widened and snow pushed off to the sides as much as possible. 

The town has one part-time Road Agent who engages the services of contractors to carry 
out its winter maintenance operations. 

For communication the town is equipped with radios and its own frequency enabling 
operators to communicate amongst themselves, the Emergency Management Director and a 
Selectman. 

Emergency situations that arise during a snow event may result in the diversion of 
equipment at the request of a police or fire officer, emergency management director or an 
incident commander, from a planned snow removal route, to respond to a motor vehicle accident, 
fire or a medical emergency. (RSA 154:7) 

The town is not held responsible for damage to private property that is located within the 
public right-of-way (RSA 231:92-a). The right-of-way (ROW) is often 50' wide, and is often 
confused by property owners as their own property. In most cases, the ROW extends 10 to 20 
feet from the edge of the paved or graveled road. Homeowners often cultivate extensions of their 
lawns, place mailboxes, erect fences or stone walls in these areas, which improves the 
appearance of the street greatly, but is obstructive to good roadway maintenance. 

In the event of personal property damage, the Town of Sharon will only be responsible to 
repair or replace damaged property having been in actual contact with the snow removal 
equipment that is on private property and not within the public right-of-way. 

RSA 215-A:6 states OHRVs are not permitted to operate on the traveled portion or within 
the right-of-way or any public way, including roads, streets, highways, bridges, parking lots, 
sidewalks or ways that are maintained by any city, town, county, state or federal agency, except 
when specifically allowed and posted. It is unlawful to: 

e Operate as to endanger any person or damage property 
e Operate on any road or within the right-of-way except where authorized and 
posted 
e Chase or harass wildlife 
e Operate on town roads or sidewalks unless posted for OHRVs 
e Operate on or across any highway bridge unless posted as open for OHRVs 
e Tow any person or sled without a rigid hitch. 
The town does not allow snowmobiling on town roads. 


It is important that people take into account and be aware of weather and road conditions while 
driving Sharon's roads. Please drive cautiously and safely at a reasonable rate of speed, so as not 


to endanger other vehicles and/or pedestrians. 


TO ALL A SAFE WINTER 


Report of the Fire Warden 
March, 2005 
Town of Sharon 


I am pleased to report that we had another quiet year, with no fires and excellent 
cooperation from residents. I thank you all for taking the time to call and request burn 
permits. This is required by State law, and is vital for the prevention of forest fires. The 
three fire wardens in town will issue permits whenever conditions permit, and we thank 
you for your understanding when we are unable to do so because of dry weather, wind or 
other dangerous conditions. 


This year Barry Rhodes is stepping down as Deputy Fire Warden. I would like to 
thank Barry for his years of service to the town in this capacity. To replace Barry, the 
Selectmen have appointed Francis Guptill as the new Deputy Fire Warden. Fran lives on 
Route 123, and is a long term resident of the town. He is particularly welcome as Deputy 
Warden because of his knowledge of town history and familiarity with the woods in the 
area. 


Please keep in mind that you need a burn permit for any fire on the ground — this 
includes fires to burn brush and camp fires. The only exceptions are when the ground is 
well covered with snow, or when it is actually raining and the ground surface is saturated. 
We ask you to call to let us know you intend to burn even when there is snow or rain, so 
that we can notify Mutual Aid that a controlled burn is under way. Once again I would 
like to remind you that the State of New Hampshire prohibits the burning of trash at any 
time.

Trustee of the Trust Funds Report 
March, 2005 


The Trustees of the Trust Fund meet semi-annually. Trustees John MacEachran, Patricia 
Boyd, and Patricia Jacobson, met this year on June 29, 2004, and October 7, 2004 at the Sharon 
Town Hall. Subsequent meetings will occur on the first Thursday of the months of April and 
October, unless scheduling conflicts with other town meetings occur. 


At its June meeting, the Trustees agreed that Town Clerk Maryellen Busnell will be asked to 
post all Trustee meetings in two places as required by law. John MacEachran was elected 
Chairperson, and Pat Boyd will serve as Secretary. The Trustees affirmed continuing use of the 
MBIA (the Municipal Investors Service Corporation) for investment of trustee fund accounts. This 
service is provided by a NY state corporation that has pooled funds, state by state, for municipal 
organizations. Sharon funds are pooled in the NH Public Deposit Investment Pool, and the MBIA 
provides account by account reports to the Trustees and Selectmen. The Investment interest remains 
at the low rate of at less than 1% until the federal government raises interest rates; however, he fund’s 
advantage is that the monies are very safe. Vachon and Clukay file the tax reports for these funds on 
behalf of the town. 

John MacEachran reported that as of the June meeting, the funds allocated at the town 
meeting had not yet been transferred to the appropriate Trustee accounts due to a cash shortage. The 
funds were expected to be transferred as soon as the first tax payments are collected. 

Pat Boyd and Pat Jacobson attended an educational seminar on the responsibilities of the 
Trustees of the Trust Fund. Two pertinent topics came out of that seminar. First, for purposes of the 
audit, Pat Boyd was charged with drafting a requisition form for the town to use to when requesting 
money from trust funds. Secondly, the seminar stressed the importance of the original trust 
documents, which contain the stipulations under which the selectmen have received monies. These 
documents inform Trustees of the Trust Fund regarding the appropriate distribution of those funds for 
the intended purposes. It is extremely important that all future trust documents be retained in 
perpetuity, and that historical documents of trusts must be guarded and retained as well. Selectmen 
were reminded of the importance of these trust documents. It is also important to note that trust funds 
may not be combined for municipal purposes, but may only be distributed according to the terms of 
the original trust documents. 


At the October meeting, John MacEachran reported that all funds voted at the March town 
meeting had been transferred into the appropriate trustee funds. This included $5000 each for the 
reassessment account and the road maintenance accounts; and $10,000 each to the municipal building 
fund, the highway maintenance building, and the bridge reserve accounts. 

Using the newly-created and adopted requisition form, $19,000 was requisitioned and 
subsequently transferred to the town’s reassessment account. 

The Town Clerk is to receive copies of all Trustee of the Trust Fund meeting minutes. Pat 
Boyd will forward copies of past minutes to the clerk, and will forward minutes to Ms. Bushnell once 
approved.

2004 Activities 


Land Protection 


Initiated conversations and shared information with several Sharon landowners about 
permanently protecting their land. Although the conservation commission has no easements 
in the works as of this date, we are always available to discuss the various land protection 
options available to interested landowners. 


Provided a formal letter to the Town of New Ipswich Conservation Commission regarding an 
apartment construction project near Tophet Swamp and the Gridley River. 


In 2004, $4,500 use change tax was deposited into the Sharon Conservation Fund and no 
money was spent. Two other properties incurred the use change tax penalty, which is 
expected to be deposited to the account in the new fiscal year. The Conservation Fund was 
established by citizen vote in 1994 for land acquisition and/or offsetting costs of land 
conservation. At Town Meeting in 2002, Sharon citizens voted to deposit 100% of the 
revenues collected via current use change tax into the fund. 


Submitted a grant request to The Virginia Wellington Cabot Foundation and was awarded a 
$25,000 grant. The intent of the grant was for the funds to be deposited into the Conservation 
Fund to help the town and landowners offset costs associated with donating conservation 
easements, such as title searches, surveys, deed registrations and legal fees. 


own Forest 


Contracted with forester Swift Corwin to identify and mark the boundaries of the Town 
Forest. Marking the boundaries of town-owned lands is commonly done and considered good 
practice. The project goal is to help avoid confusion over private land and town forest 
boundaries as the town grows, land changes hands and more activity occurs (such as logging). 


The final year of loggmg on the 3-year logging project of white pine in the Town Forest was 
postponed until January 2005 due to poor conditions last winter. The project is expected to 
be completed this winter. New tree growth is already coming up and many signs of moose, 
bear, porcupine, deer and other wildlife were observed. 


|Water/Water Quality/Wetiands 


Participated in public hearings regarding the Barking Dog company’s potential water 
extraction projects in Sharon and the neighboring towns of Peterborough and Jaffrey. Sent an 
official letter to the DES sharing our concerns that the aquifer be adequately protected for the 
citizens of Sharon as well. 


Conducted water quality testing on the Gridiey River, for the fourth year in a row. This work 
was performed through the NH Volunteer River Assessment Program. At key points 
throughout the summer members of the Conservation Commission collected water samples at 
four sites on the Gridley River. Copies of the official DES report on our water quality will be 
published by the DES in the upcoming months. Please feel free to contact the Conservation 
Commission for a photocopy.

Jom many other NH towns in enacting this ordinance as 
a way to reduce damage from erosion and excess runoff.
